These Chinook salmon travel 
from tlio ocean to the spawning 
bed! despite hundreds of na- 
tural and man-made obstacles 
put In their path. 

The swim from the Pacific 
ocean to Mcrtary dam, a distance 
of about 3 (IS miles, Is coverttd 
by the fhh In about 34 days. 

Arter 130 miles of river travel 
ami about 00 days the fish has 
reached the city of Balmon.
